Chamberlain said: “I am foreed in- 
evitably to the’ conclusion that first 
linc strength depends on other 
factors, such as reserves of cquip- 
ment, raw materials, anti-aircraft 
defences, the personnel morale, 
quality of aircraft and the fact that 
with aircraft you cannot set one acro- 
plane ogainst another as with ships. 


“Snare And Delusion” 


“To attempt to measure alr power 
ond air strength by the first Ilne of 
defence is a snare and delusion. We 
must loole at’ defence problems as a 
whole and from the wider aspect, and 
to take the aggregate valuc of 
resources.” f 


Dealing with the question: “What 
is the policy for which these pro- 
grammes are designed?", the Prime 
Minister sald: “The corner-stone of 
our defence policy must be security 
for ‘the United Kingdom." That was 
the first main effort, 
have as a second objective - the 
preservation of trade routes on which 
Lritain depends for her food and raw 
meterials. The third objective-lwas 
defence of British territories from 
the sea, land and air’ Britain’s need 
to maintain garrisons and overseas 
naval bases Jn various parts of the 
world meant that in wartime there 
would immediately be substantial de- 
mands for reinforcements at strategic 
points, : 


* “But they are not so vital as the 
defence of our country, becnuse, so 
long as we arc undefeated at home, 
even if we sustain o loss overseas, 
we may have an opportunity of mak- 
int good afterwards.” 


.l- Fourth Objective 


"The fourth objective must be 
co-operation In the defence of allics’ 
territories. These objectives have 
been before us fn the preparation of 
the Service programmes.” 


Coming to the question of cost, Mr. 
Chamberlain said: “One thing we 
can say js. that the £1,500,000,000 
previously contemplated is = In- 
It. is‘too soon to say what 
figure must be substituted, but I am 
afraid the House must expect a sub- 
stantlal advance.” . 

Proceeding to refer to their efforts 
for appcasement, the Premier said: 
"It ought to be known {that our desire 
for peace docs not signify willing- 
ness to purchase peace to-day at the 
price of peace for the future Nor 
can we forget our moral responsibl- 
lity to our people or humanity In 
general. We cannot divest ourselves 
of on interest in world peace.” 


In another passage Mr. Chamber- 
lain claimed to be a better friend of 
the League of Nations than some of 
those who spoke for it. “The 
League to-day is mutilated. It is 
halt and lame,” he sald. 


Referring to. the Opposition 
criticism of .the armaments pro~ 
gramme, the Premi¢r sald: “The 
slight of this enormous, olmost terrify- 
ing powcr which Britain is building 
up has a sobering and steadying 
effect on world opinion.”—Reuter.

-Mr, Citizen of Hongkong has 
roused himself to protest 
vigorously against what is 
deseribed as the “Rent Ramp.” 
In more explicit terms this: is 
the alleged exploitation of 
tenants by property owners, 
who, it is said, have taken 
advantage of the abnormal 
demand for accommodation to 
impose excessive increases in 
rent, with the alternative:. ‘Pay 
up, or get out.” Mr. Citizen is 
demanding rent control, or at 
least some form of Government 
action which will protect him 
from these landlords he con- 
siders rapacious profiteers. But 
the problem has a dozen pros. 
and cons, and does not seem to 
lend itself either to an immediate 
or an easy solution. . The land- 


able ‘case. Only now, 
argued are they beginning to 
receive an adequate return on 
their capital outlay, due to the 
fact that rentals have been 
hitherto forced down to such a 
low level, and that, in point of 
fact, the increased rents now 
being charged are really the fair 
rents, This implics that up to the 
present Hongkong house-holders 
have been giver more than 
value in accommodation. The 
tenants counterclaim that in- 
creased rents have leapt above a 
reasonable level of increase com- 
pared to the purchasing power. 
of wages. In fact, despite an in- 
creasing .cost of living, wages 
have remained comparatively 
stationary. The position there- 
fore ig that the public is calling 
upon Government to legislate in 
its favour, even though, it is 
possible the landlords have them- 
selves a very reasonable claim 
for protection of what is recog- 
nised by democratic capitalism 
to be their right—profit from 
capital investment. ; 

If it were a‘purely sentimental 
issue, the so-calléd exploited 
tenants would have an un- 
challengable case. But the 
tenants, dike the landlords, are 
living: under a system which has 
little or no time for sentiment. 
Both are liable to suffer as a 
result of that system; the tenant 
because he is asked to pay rent 
which is out of proportion to his 
income; and alternatively the 


‘iandlord, who through rent con- 


trol, is prevented from realising 
that which Society says is his 
ethical and economic right—~ 
profit on capital expenditure. 
Faced with such a position it is 
easy to understand why ~ the 
authorities hesitate to introduce 
legislation which. must be 
arbitrary in ifs effects olther for 
one side or the other. De- 
mocracy, because it is proud of 
its “justice tempered with 
mercy,” will finally demnnd that 
adjudication be given In favour 
of. the. “under-dog,” but that 
goca nowhére towards dealing 
with. the fundamental issucs.

The matter was raised by Mr. W. E. 
Hollands, representing Enstern 
Athletic, under the heading “any 
other business,” and ‘he regretted that 
Mr. J. McKelvie, representative of 
the Kowloon Football Club, had had 
to leave early to kkeep onother ap- 
polntment. 


Mr. Hollands asked whether the 


player concerned was registered, 


Mr, C.D. Curter, Seeretary, sald he 
was, : 


Mr, Hollands: I would like to 
draw your attention to the fact that 
to be registered for the Kowloon 
Football Club it is necessary to be a 
bone fide member of the Club; and, 
during the short time that player was 
here, It was impossible for him to be 
Proposed, scconded and admitted.

Sir R. Johnston's 
Long Association 
With Far East 


One-time Assistant 
Secretary to the Hongkong Govern- 
ment and private sceretary to the 
Governor, Sir Reginnld Fleming 
Johnston, K.C.MLG., C.M.G., KBE, 
MLA. died in Scotland yesterday, 
necording to a bricf Reuter message. 
He was aged 64, : 

Sir Reginnld Johnston, who was 
born in Edinburgh, took an M.A. 
degree of distinction ot Oxford, and 
was later the reciplent of an Hon. 
LL.D, degree at the Hongkong Uni- 
versity, joined the Hongkong Civil 
Service in 1898, and from 1000 to 
1902 was private scerctary, to the 
Government at -Wethalwel. Then, 
from.1906 to 1017 he served os Senior 
District OMcer and Magistrate at 
Welhniwel, . 

From 1919 to 1925 he wos tutor to 
the ex-Empcror of China, and from 
1927 10 J930 was’ Commissioner at 
Weihalwel, : 

He received the thanks of Scere- 
tarles of State for Colonies and for 
Forcignn Affairs for special services. 
He conducted the rendition of Wei- 
haiwel. to China on behalf of the 
British) Government, in October, 1930, 
und reecived the Button of the high- 
est of the nine oMcial grades, and the 
Suble Court Robe.

-Only. now, - it -is 
argued are they beginning to 
receive an adequate return on 
their capital outlay, due to the 
fact that rentals have been 
hitherto forced down to guch a 
low level, and that, in point of 
fact, the increased rents now 
being charged are really the fair 
rents, This implies that up to the 
present Hongkong house-holders 


‘have been given more than 


value in accommodation. The 
tenants counter-claim that in- 
creased rents have leapt above a 
reasonable level of increase com- 
pared to the. purchasing power 
of wages. In fact, despite an in- 
creasing cost of living, wages 
have -remained . comparatively 
stationary. The position there- 
fore ig that the public is calling 
upon Government to legislate in 
its ‘favour, ‘even though it ‘is 
possible the landlords have them- 
selves a very reasonable claim 
for protection of what is recog- 
nised by democratic capitalism 
to be thelr right—profit from 
capital investment. 

If it were a purely sentimental 
Issue, the so-called exploited 
tenants would have an un- 
challengable case.
